FtTTDHE TIMBER SUPPLY. 


In the Enterprise of the 14th we 


find the following in relation to the 
future ^timber supply. It gives an 
idea of the exhanstless timber land 
north of ns and of the importance oi 
railroad communication with it: 


The rapid dqandation of the east- 


ern slope of the Sierras by the indom- 
itable and aggressive armies of wood 
and lumber cutters, already indicates 
that the time is not remote when min- 
ing men in Wesfern Nevada will have 
to seek a timber supply in other lo- 
calities. 
Enterprising and provident 


men are already preparing for this 
contingency, and are now actively 
engaged in locating and securing ac- 
cording to law extensive areas of tim- 
ber lands in the great forest belt 
which extends through Sierra, Butte, 
Plumas, Lnssen and Siskiyou coun- 
ties in California, to and into Oregon. 
This remarkable zone of timber has an 
average longitude of about 300 miles 
by a mean breadth of probably 100 
miles, and it is notable for the unri- 
valled magnitude of the forest trees 
which it contains, Thogreat Plumas 
belt is the home of the gigantic sugar 
pine—one of the most valuable lum- 
ber producing trees on the continent, 
It also abounds in splondid fir, yel- 
low and white pine, lofty arborvitie, 
oak, tamnrnck, and other trees pecu- 
liar to the Sierra Nevada Mountains. 
This great supply of timber can be 
readily reached by way of Beck- 
worth Pass from Long Valley, and 
the route is entirely practicable, and 
which for a road would also command 
the trade of two great valleys (Honey 
Lake and Surprise, the latter being 
the finest valley on the eastern slope 
of the mountains) is by way of Long 
Valley or Little Winnemncca Valley 
north to the magnificent 
timber 


around Eugle Lake. In view of the 
growing scarcity of timber for min- 
ing uses on this side of the moun- 
tains, it is gratifying to know that an 
inexhaustable supply is so easily ob- 
tainable on the western slope.

Wright to the Grand Jury relative to 
an investigation of affaira pertaining 
to county officials, and almost all the 
Grand Jurors agree that "Taxpayer,' 
m his communication in this paper 
yesterday morning, evidently labored 
under a misapprehension of the facts 
The Judge said m his charge, that 
under the law it was the duty of the 
Grand Jury to inquire into the "tc I 
/ul and corrupt misconduct in office 
of public ofhcers of every discnption 
within the county, that while it was 
proper for the jury to examine into 
the county affairs, yet it was not a 
legal or official duty as contra distin 
guished from a right or privilege so 
to do, except in the case when the 
officer 
was 
accused 
or sus- 


pected of willful misconduct Ihe 
Judge at some length illustrated this 
proposition, but did not say or use 
language that could be made to mean 
that "they had no right to make any 
inquiry in such matters unless upon
